Why ſurely ſuch Fact or Facts as are in 
Queſtion berween the Informer and the Defen- 
dant, and of which the Witneſs or Witneſſes can 
depoſe upon Oath; but it would be very extra- 
ordinary to imagine or ſuppoſe, that if at the

in the not doing what is required, or in doing 
what is forbidden, are fully and plainly expreſſed 
in the ſeveral Clauſes in theſe Acts; ſo that by 
comparing what the Witneſſes depoſe with the 
Clauſes in theſe Acts it will not be very difficult 
to determine whether a Defendant is or is not 
guilty of an Offence or Offences againſt any 
Clauſe or Clauſes in theſe Acts. But on the 0+ 
ber hand, the entring 75 critical Diſputes a- 

ut the Expreſſions uſed in theſe Informations, 
and the Proceedings thereon, or the Forms there- 
of, will upon Experience be found to tend more 
to cavilling, than to the procuring to either Par- 
8 a juſt Determination. For ſo long as Mens 

onſtitutions, Complexions, and Ways of think- 


ing differ ſo widely as they certainly do, it will 


e difficult if not impoſſible for any Man ſo to 
word or expreſs theſe or other Proceedings, but 
that others may think, or ar leaſt may pretend; 
that they might have been expreſſed and drawn 
in more apt Words and Form. But, are the 
Forms of Proceedings, and the exact Propriety 
of Expreſſion ſo eſſentially neceſſary to the ob- 
taining juſt Determinations, that they cannot be 
aàttained without ſuch exact Propriety ? May not 
an Information be true, and a Judgment be juſt, 
tho' perhaps both might have been in more cor- 
rect Form? And will not this way lead into Diſ- 
putes about Words and Expreſſions, rather than to 
the detemining of the Facts in Diſpute between 
the contending Parties? 
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Of Appeals to the Quarter Seffions, PAY 
Suppoſing an Information drawn in the moſt 
correct Form that the moſt perfect Art of Man 
can contrive or deviſe, will ſuch compleat Infor- 
mation be ſufficient to convict a Defendant? cer- 


tainly it will not; but if convicted at all, he ought 


to be convicted either upon his own Confeſſion, 
or by the Proof and Teſtimony of Witneſſes 
duely ſworn and examined; and if ſo, how comes 
the correct drawing and framing theſe Informa- 
tions to be fo very Material? But if in theſe Caſes 
the Juſtices at the Quarter Seſſions, beſides re- 
examining the Witneſſes, and reconſidering the 
Evidence on both ſides (which ſeems prett 

plainly to be what the Act intended) will alſo 


enter upon ſuch critical Diſputes, It may then 


be proper to obſerve to them, that the whole 
Proceedings which were before the particular Ju- 
ſtices who gave their firſt Judgment, are by theſe 
Appeals brought before the Juſtices at the Quar- 
ter Seſſions, who thereby have before them not 
only the Judgment given by the particular Juſti- 
ges, but alſo the Information on which ſuch 
Judgment was given; and it may be proper (in 


| ſome Caſes eſpecially) to obſerve further, that 


though the Judgment depends upon the Infor- 
mation, yet the Information don't depend upon 
the Judgment; but is ſo far independant thereof, 
that though the Judgment be erroneous or de- 
fective, yet the Information may be good and 
valid; and therefore the reverſing or quaſhing 
the Judgment, for a Defect or Imperfection, 
which is in the Judgment, and not in the Infor- 
mation, will be no good Reaſon for quaſhing the 
Information; but in ſuch caſe, tho' the * 
ment is quaſhed or reverſed, yet the Information
